Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. The claims must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of 
the claims in the patents cited. 

8. Claims 2 and 4 recite the limitations such as "the collar" in line 1 of both claims. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

10. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schell (US 
5,169,702). 

Schell discloses a collar for an animal, such as a horse {Schell, Abstract), that is worn to 
aid in visibility of the animal. It is attached to the animal via a hook and loop type fastener 33, 
35, and is readable to be able to break away in the even that an animal were to become 
endangered from a tangling of the collar. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

11. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schell as 
applied to claim 4 above, and further in view of Gotschall (US 4,501,028). 

Schell discloses the claimed invention except the color is not positively stated. Schell, 
however, does note that "any suitable color" may be used. Schell, col.4, Ins. 24-25. Gotschall 
discloses a similar device, for attachment to a body appendage, that is intended to make a person 
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more visible. Gotschall teaches that, "a brilliant striking eye-catching hunter's orange color is 
preferred since it is very effective for use both during the day and at night " Gotshall, col.3, 
Ins. 17-19. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to make Schell' s collar in hunter orange, since such a color is 
advantageously visible both during the day and at night. 

13. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schell as applied 
to claim 4 above, and further in view of Carmichael (US 381,332). 

Schell discloses the claimed invention except there is no bell. As noted above, Schell 
does teach that the collar is preferable for use on horses in order to make them visible while 
grazing. Carmichael further teaches that the addition of a bell further alerts outsiders to the 
existence of a grazing horse. Carmichael, left column, lns.43-45. It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to add a bell to Schell' s 
safety collar in order to make the animal even more noticeable to outsiders. 

Conclusion
